Smallpox in Wisconsin. 

Milwaukee, Wis., September 18, 1900. 
Sir : Since our last report, April 23, 1900, the smallpox situation in 
this State has been as follows : 

In May there were reported, from 16 places, 122 cases and 3 deaths ; 
in June, from 10 places, 29 cases and 1 death ; in July, from 8 places, 
26 cases and no deaths ; in August, from 6 places, 45 cases and no deaths, 
and during the present month, up to the 18th instant, there have been 
reported, from 4 places, 75 cases and no deaths. So far as known, the 
disease only prevails in these 4 places, in the following counties: Ash- 
land, Bayfield, Dane, and Eau Claire. 

The majority of cases are very light, and diagnosed at first by local 
physicians as chicken pox.

Sir - The steamship Barrowmore, from London August 30, 1900, now 
at this port, was detained at quarantine Wednesday, September 12, 
1900.
